His  Majesty  the  King  received  Captain  Duarte  Huet  de  Bacellar 
Pinto  Guedes,  and  First  Lieutenants  Arthur  Thompson,  Eduardo  Justino 
de  Proenca,  and  Oscar  Gomes  Braga,  the  Captain  and  officers  of  the 
Brazilian  war-ship  Floriano,  who  conveyed  the  congratulations  of  the 
President  of  Brazil  to  His  Majesty  upon  his  accession  to  the  throne. 

The  Brazilian  officers  were  accompanied  by  his  Excellency  Senhor 
Joaquim  Nabuco,  Brazilian  Minister,  who  was  introduced  to  the  King's 
presence  by  Colonel  the  Hon.  Sir  WiUiam  Colville,  Master  of  the 
Ceremonies. 

The  Brazilian  Minister  then  presented  the  officers  to  His  Majesty. 

The  Marquis  of  Lansdowne,  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs, 
was  present. 

Commander  E.  C.  T.  Troubridge,  R.N.,  H.M.S.  Pelorus  (specially 
attached  to  the  Brazilian  officers),  also  had  the  honour  of  being  presented 
to  the  King. 

In  attendance  upon  His  Majesty  were  the  Lord  Suffield,  Lord  in 
Waiting,  Major-General  the  Earl  of  Dundonald,  the  Hon.  H.  Stonor, 
Groom  in  Waiting,  Vice- Admiral  Sir  Henry  Stephenson,  and  I  lieutenant-

THE    KING'S    GRACIOUSNESS. 

THE  presence  at  Marlborough  House  of  Major-(Jeneral  the  Earl  of 
Dundonald,  in  attendance  upon  the  King,  during  the  reception 
by  His  Majesty  of  the  Brazilian  Naval  Mission,  was  a  sympathetic 
recognition  by  King  Edward  both  of  Lord  Cochrane's  national  fame,  and 
of  his  association  with  South  American  independence.  Such  a  thought 
on  the  part  of  the  King  touched  the  Brazilian  nation  as  deeply  as  it  did 
the  grandson  of  Cochrane  himself. 

His  Majesty  inquired,  in  the  course  of  the  audience  granted  to  the 
Brazihan  Mission,  which  of  the  officers  present  was  the  descendant  of  an 
English  officer  who  served  as  captain  with  Admiral  Cochrane  and  had 
remained  in  Brazil.  His  Majesty  was  informed  that  it  was  Lieutenant 
Arthm-  Thompson. 

Many  officers  bearing  English  names  served  the  Brazilian  cause 
under  Cochrane,  namely,  Pascoe  Grenfell,  Taylor,  Jowett,  Shepherd, 
Sackville  Crosbie,  Clewley,  Norton,  Haydon,  Manson,  Eyre,  Inglis, 
Parker,  Carter,  Steel,  Browning,  Thompson,  MacErwing,  Cowen,  Wallace^ 
Jackson,  Clare,  Jannary,  March,  and  others. 


THE   INSCRIPTION   ON   LORD   COCHRANE'S  TOMB   IN 
WESTMINSTER  ABBEY. 

Lord  Cochrane's  tomb  .  lies  on  the  centre  of  the  upper  end  of  the 
nave,  between  the  choir  screen  and  the  west  door,  in  close  and  suggestive 
proximity  to  that  of  Livingstone,  who  was  too  in  a  different  way,  the 
Liberator  of  a  New  World.  The  stone  bears  the  following  inscription, 
surrounded  at  the  four  corners  by  the  dates  of  Cochrane's  services  to 
the  independence  of  Chile,  Peru,  Brazil,  and  Greece  :—

THE  CONGREGATION. 

The  invitations  sent  by  the  Brazilian  Legation  in  the  very  short 
time  available  for  the  arrangements  of  the  ceremony  were  chiefly  distributed 
among  descendants  and  relatives  of  Lord  Cochrane,  and  their  friends ;  the 
Chilian,  Peruvian,  and  Greek  Legations,  representing  with  Brazil  the 
nations  whose  cause  Cochrane  served ;  the  Legations  of  North  and  South 
American  countries;  Foreign  Naval  Attaches;  the  Admiralty;  the 
Foreign  Office ;  relatives  of  the  late  Brazilian  Admiral  J.  Pascoe 
GrenfeU ;  the  Baroness  Burdett-Coutts,  whose  father,  Sir  Francis  Burdett, 
remains  so  closely  associated  with  Lord  Cochrane's  history;  the  London 
Press;  members  of  the  Brazilian  colony  in  London.  Several  cards  were 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Dean  of  Westminster,  whose  kindness 
towards  those  who  approached  him  with  regard  to  the  arrangements  in 
the  Abbey  could  not  be  exceeded.

A  great  number  of  Ladies  were  present,  among  them  the  Countess  of 
Dundonald,  the  Baroness  Burdett-Coutts,  and  the  Ladies  of  the  Brazilian 
Legation. 
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THE  DECORATION  OF  THE  TOMB. 

As  is  seen  from  the  inscription,  Cochrane's  tomb,  on  the  floor  of 
the  Abbey,  in  the  centre  of  the  nave,  has  on  its  four  corners  the  arms 
of  the  four  countries  the  cause  of  whose  independence  he  espoused — Chile, 
Peru,  Brazil,  and  Greece.  The  decoration  covered  the  whole  tomb, 
and  represented  by  flowers  and  ribbons  the  colours  of  Chile,  Peru,  and 
Greece  at  the  corners  where  their  names  are  marked,  while  at  the 
fourth  comer  was  represented  England  instead  of  Brazil ;  the  centre, 
covered  with  the  BraziUan  flag,  was  adorned  with  yellow  flowers  and  the 
green-yellow  leaves  which  Cochrane  himself  wore  during  the  Brazilian  war, 
and  which  since  then  are  symbolical  in  Brazil  of  the  national  independence, 
folJias  da  Independencia.  A  bordering  of  palm  leaves  was  set  round 
the  grave,  with  splendid  trophies  of  orchids,  arum  UHes,  and  choice  exotics. 

BRAZILIAN  ARMED   FORCE   IN   THE  ABBEY. 

Twenty  men  from  the  Brazilian  cruiser  Floriano,  arrived  in  the  morning 
from  Plymouth  under  the  command  of  the  Second  Lieutenant  Adalberto 
Nunes,  and  formed  a  guard  of  honour  a  few  feet  from  the  foot  of  the  grave, 
while  at  each  corner  of  it  stood  a  sailor  leaning  on  his  rifle,  on  which  the 
bayonet  was  fixed.  Being  a  foreign  armed  force  on  British  soil,  they  were 
accompanied  from  their  landing  at  Plymouth  by  Lieutenant  J.  Lewis 
Soltan  Kirkness,  R.N.,  of  H.M.S.  Nile.  The  presence  for  the  first  time 
of  a  foreign  armed  force  within  the  precincts  of  the  Abbey,  obeying  the 
words  of  command  given  in  a  foreign  tongue,  when  they  •  presented '  and 
'  ordered '  arms,  was  perhaps  the  most  impressive  detail  of  the  ceremony, 
chiefly  when  at  the  end  they  all  knelt,  in  military  fashion,  by  the  side  of 
the  grave,  at  the  command  of  their  Officer.  'They  occupied  a  unique 
position,  for  they  were  foreign  troops  standing  under  arms  in  the  very 
Pantheon  of  the  English  race.' 

Dr.  Bridge  presided  at  the  organ,  and  with  him  in  the  loft  were  some 
orchestral  performers.  He  played  voluntaries  while  the  congregation  was 
waiting  for  the  ceremony  to  begin. 

THE  CEREMONY. 

At  a  quarter  past  six  the  procession  entered  the  Abbey  from  the 
Deanery,  led    by   Dean   Bradley  attired  as   Chancellor   of  the   Order  of 
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the  Bath.  Following  him  came  the  BraziUan  Minister  in  levee  dress, 
and,  on  his  right,  the  Earl  of  Dundonald  in  the  scarlet  uniform  of  a 
British  Major-General.  Then  walked  Captain  Huet  de  Bacellar,  the 
Officers  of  the  cruiser,  and  the  Secretaries  of  the  Brazilian  Legation, 
all  in  uniform. 

The  organ  played  while  the  procession  passed  between  the  congregation 
to  take  position  near  the  grave.  The  Brazilian  officers  brought  with  them 
two  additional  wreaths,  personal  offerings  to  the  memory  of  Lord  Cochrane. 
The  first  order  of  command,  in  the  Portuguese  language,  was  given  by 
Lieut.  Nunes  to  his  men,  and  they  presented  arms  as  the  procession 
approached  the  tomb. 

Lord  Dundonald  placed  himself  at  the  foot  of  the  grave,  with  the 
Brazilian  Minister  and  Captain  Bacellar.  Behind  them  was  Lieutenant 
Adalberto  Nunes,  in  attitude  of  command,  his  sword  drawn,  in  front  of 
the  armed  force.  Dean  Bradley,  the  Secretaries  of  the  Legation,  the 
Officers  of  the  Floriano,  Commander  Troubridge,  Commander  Pereira 
Pinto,  Brazilian  Consul  -  General,  Sr.  Chermont,  Brazihan  Consul  in 
London,  Lieut.  Kirkness,  stood  by  the  side  of  the  tomb,  and  the  Guard 
of  Honour  saluted. 

After  a  pause,  during  which  an  Officer  and  a  Sailor  advanced  with 
the  two  extra  wreaths  towards  the  stone,  the  BrazUian  Minister,  bowing 
to  the  Dean  and  to  Lord  Dundonald,  pronounced  these  words : — 

'Mr.  Dean,  My  Lord, 

'We  place  these  flowers  on  Lord  Cochrane's  tomb  in 
the  name  of  the  Brazilian  Navy,  which  he  created,  and  of 
the  Brazilian  Nation,  to  whose  independence  and  unity  he 
rendered  incomparable  services.' 

The  order  to  present  arms  was  again  given  to  the  Brazilian  seamen 
in  their  own  tongue,  amidst  the  impressive  silence  of  the  ceremony. 

Then  were  deposited  the  wreaths,  one  being  of  yellow  orchids  and 
lilies,  the  other,  from  the  men,  of  lihes  only ;  both  had  streamers  of  green 
and  yellow  ribbons,  on  which  were,  in  letters  of  gold :  '  To  Lord  Cochrane, 
from  the  BraziUan  Navy,'  on  the  one,  and  on  the  other,  '  From  the 
Brazilian  Sailors.' 
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When  the  wreaths  were  laid,  Lord  Dundonald  returned  thanks  in 
equally  few  words  : — 

'Your  Excellency,  on  behalf  of  my  grandfather's  family, 
I  thank  the  Brazilian  Navy  and  the  Brazilian  People  for  this 
tribute  of  respect  to  his  memory.' 

After  a  short  pause,  the  command  to  kneel  down  was  given.  The 
men,  falling  upon  one  knee,  bowed  their  heads  before  the  grave,  followed 
by  the  Brazilian  Minister,  Lord  Dundonald,  Commander  Bacellar,  and 
his  Officers. 

The  tribute  of  respect  having  been  paid.  Sir  Frederick  Bridge  played 
the  Brazilian  Hymn,  and  brought  the  brief  but  striking  ceremony  to  a 
close  with  *  God  save  the  King,'  the  guard  presenting  arms  at  the  sound 
of  each  National  Anthem. 

The  procession  was  re-formed,  and  left  the  Abbey  in  the  same  order 
it  had  entered,  led  by  Dean  Bradley. 


THE  ARMED  FORCE  OUTSIDE  THE  ABBEY. 

After  the  ceremony,  the  Florianos  men  were  drawn  up  in  the  yard 
behind  the  Deanery,  where  Lord  Dundonald  inspected  them.  The  Brazilian 
Minister  addressed  the  Officers  and  the  Sailors,  impressing  on  them  the 
importance  of  the  ceremony  in  which  they  had  taken  part  These  were 
Senhor  Nabuco's  words : — 

'  To-day  London  has  seen  the  first  pilgrimage  from  our  Continent 
to  the  tomb  of  the  South  American  Lafayette.  It  is  a  course  in  which 
Brazil  is  proud  to  lead  the  way.  It  was  a  grand  career,  that  of  a  man 
who,  when  deprived  of  his  legitimate  share  of  glory  and  ambition  in  his 
own  country's  destinies,  made  for  himself  again  a  prominent  part  in 
history  by  devoting  his  genius  and  his  daring  to  help  throughout  the 
world  the  cause  of  nations  striving  for  freedom.  Those  who  took  part  in 
this  short  and  silent  ceremony  are  deeply  impressed  by  it,  and  feel  sure 
that  it  will  develop  in  the  countries  that  fondly  revere  Lord  Cochrane's 
memory  a  noble  and  friendly  emulation  to  render  his  legend  among  them 
«ach  time  more  vivid  and  more  truly  national.  I  congratulate  you,  who 
worthily  wear  the  uniform  of  Brazilian  sailors,  on  the  privilege  of  wearing 
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it  on  this  occasion,  within  the  precinct  where  the  First  Admiral  will 
henceforth  receive,  more  and  more  unanimously  every  day,  the  tribute  from 
oiu*  distant  nation. 

The  debt  immense  of  endless  gratitude. 

Now  you  may  sail  home  proud  of  having  been  the  first  messengers  to  him 
from  a  Navy  that  received  at  its  baptism  the  undying  insufflation  of 
his  unconquerable  spirit.' 

GEORGE  CANNING. 

In  sympathy  and  in  connection  with  the  Cochrane  ceremony,  a  laurel 
wreath  had  been  placed  on  the  pedestal  of  George  Canning's  monument 
in  the  Abbey,  to  honour  the  European  statesman  who  befriended  the 
cause  of  South  American  Emancipation. 

BARONESS  BURDETT-COUTTS. 

'A  point  of  interest  was  the  presence  amongst  the  spectators  of  the 
Baroness  Burdett-Coutts,  whose  father.  Sir  Francis  Burdett,  had  proved 
himself  so  devoted  a  friend  to  the  late  Earl  in  a  time  of  difficulty.  The 
Baroness  was  invited  to  carry  away  a  flower  from  one  of  the  wreaths  in 
memory  of  the  occasion.' —  Westminster  Gazette. 

THE  DAILY  PRESS. 

*  The  compliment  paid  yesterday  by  the  representatives  of  the  Brazihan 
Navy  to  the  memory  of  the  tenth  Earl  of  Dundonald  was  not  merely  a 
graceful  ceremony.  It  was  an  act  of  national  gratitude,  which  is  highly 
creditable  to  the  Brazilians  themselves,  and  ought  to  be  peculiarly 
acceptable  in  this  country.  Lord  Cochrane,  to  give  him  the  name  he 
bore  during  his  fighting  career,  is  one  of  the  most  brilliant  figures  in  the 
history  of  the  British  Navy  during  its  greatest  period.  Whether  he 
would  have  proved  a  great  Admiral  in  command  of  a  Fleet  is,  perhaps, 
doubtful  But  as  a  frigate  Captain  he  had  few  or  no  equals,  and  his 
most  congenial  position  was  when  he  found  himself  with  a  very  small 
force  in  a  position  of  such  extreme  danger  that  the  bravest  of  men  might 
have  felt  themselves  excused  for  showing  caution.  Readers  of  Marryat's 
earlier  books  do  not  generally  know  that  the  frigate  Captain  described  in 
the  Naval  Officer  and  the  Kings  Own,  and  again  in  Peter  Simple,  was 
undoubtedly  drawn  from  Cochrane,  with  whom  the  novehst  had  served 
as  Midshipman  in  the  Imperieuse.' — Standard. 
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'  It  is  often  said  that  the  memory  of  nations  is  short,  and  their 
gratitude  of  even  shorter  life,  but  the  ceremony  which  took  place  in  the 
nave  of  Westminster  Abbey  yesterday  would  seem  to  disprove  the 
assertion.' — Morning  Post. 

•  An  interesting  and  impressive  ceremony  was  performed  in  West- 
minster Abbey  yesterday,  when,  in  the  presence  of  a  contingent  of  Brazilian 
bluejackets,  a  wreath  was  placed  on  the  tomb  of  Lord  Cochrane  in  the 
name  of  the  Brazilian  Government.  Many  would  be  the  floral  offerings 
on  this  historic  tomb  if  the  briUiant  services  of  the  gallant  sailor  who  Ues 
beneath  it  were  remembered  with  proportionate  gratitude.  It  was, 
however,  the  fate  of  Lord  Cochrane,  during  his  lifetime,  to  meet  with  far 
more  injustice  and  misunderstanding  than  usually  falls  to  the  lot  of  unlucky 
men;  and  while  in  his  later  years  reparation  came  slowly  and  grudgingly, 
his  post-mortem  fame  has  never  been  on  a  level  with  his  deserts.  The 
tribute  paid  to  his  memory  by  the  Brazilians  yesterday  reminds  the  world 
that  he  was  the  founder  of  the  Brazilian  navy,  and  one  of  the  chief 
instruments  in  winning  the  independence  of  the  Brazils.  This  should  be 
enough  in  itself  to  make  a  great  reputation,  but  in  Cochrane's  crowded  and 
romantic  life  it  was  only  an  incident.  What  he  did  for  Brazil  he  also  did 
for  Chili  and  Peru.  At  the  same  time,  in  British  naval  history  his  name 
should  rank  with  the  most  illustrious.  His  genius  and  his  indomitable 
pluck  render  him  worthy  of  the  companionship  even  of  Nelson,  Hawke, 
and  Blake.' — Daily  Graphic. 

'  The  comparatively  small  but  distinguished  number  of  spectators 
present  in  Westminster  Abbey,  by  invitation  of  the  Brazilian  Minister, 
yesterday  evening,  when  flowers  were  laid  by  the  captain  and  crew  of  the 
Brazilian  warship  Floriano  upon  the  grave  of  the  late  Lord  Cochrane, 
must  have  felt  the  occasion  to  be  as  picturesque  as  it  was  unique.  We 
are  a  masterful  people,  and  the  stranger  that  is  within  our  gates  must 
conform  to  our  customs,  more  especially  if  they  happen  to  be  the  gates 
of  a  place  of  worship,  within  which  no  Enghshman  ever  allows  himself  to 
feel  at  home.  Consequently  the  httle  ceremony  of  yesterday,  while  there 
was  no  attempt  to  introduce  a  religious  element,  was  conducted  with  a 
notable  absence  of  demonstration,  but  managed  to  be  quite  impressive 
notwithstanding.' —  Westminster  Gazette. 
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
